To  make  the  victory  even  great¬ 
er  we  point  to  the  grand  total 
mission  gifts  for  the  year  of  $2,- 
135.266  17,  a  gain  of  $250,801  24 
over  the  previous  year.  Grand  to¬ 
tal  mission  gifts  include  both  Co¬ 
operative  Program  and  designat¬ 
ed  contributions. 

In  order  to  complete  the  Capi¬ 
tal  Needs  Budget  of  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  our  churches  truly 
rallied  in  September  and  October. 

September  collections  were 
$149,606  40.  a  new  all  -  time  high 
mark  tor  any  one  month,  and 
then  in  October  a  total  of  $179.- 
312.42  came  into  the  Convention 


During  January -October,  1954, 
according  to  the  Executive  Com 
mittee  of  the  SBC,  Cooperative 
Program  receipts  from  Mississippi 
totalled  $454.308  73  and  designated 
gifts  totalled  $266,481  8.  During  the 
same  period  in  1963  Mississippians 
gave  $373,544.2  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  $228.209  93  to  desig¬ 
nated  causes.

You  probably  know  it,  but  for 
emphasis  we  remind  that  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  will  begin  in 
Jackson  on  Tuesday,  November 
16.  The  Mississippi  Brotherhood 
Bally  will  begin  on  Monday  after¬ 
noon.  November  15. 

Preparations  for  the  Conven¬ 
tion  should  be  made  immediately. 
We  call  attention  to  some  things 
that  should  be  done.  See  that 
proper  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  pastor  to  attend.  Then  ascer¬ 
tain  how  many  other  messengers 
the  church  will  be  entitled  to  send. 
This  information  was  given  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record. 
See  that  your  church  has  its  full 
number  of  messengers.  The 
church  should  be  vitally  interested 
in  wtiat  the  Convention  does.  It 
can  have  a  voice  in  w'hat  it  does 
if  it  has  someone  at  the  Conven¬ 
tion  to  speak  for  the  church. 

The  program  of  the  Convention 
appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue. 
The  committee  composed  of  Gor¬ 
don  Sansing,  Jackson,  chairman; 
Clyde  Bryan,  Hattiesburg;  Otis 
Seale,  Itta  Bcna  and  L.  E.  Green, 
Prentiss,  has  done  a  good  job. 
They  worked  long  hours,  faith¬ 
fully  and  sacrificially,  in  an  effort 
to  provide  time  for  the  many  ob¬ 
jects  sponsored  by  Mississippi 
Baptists.  They  deserve  our  thanks. 
Look  over  the  program  and  letr 
the  messengers  give  it  special  at¬ 
tention  and,  if  necessary,  talk 
about  the  various  questions  that 
will  come  before  the  Convention. 

Sessions  will  be  held  in  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Jackson,  where 
Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins  is  the 
pastor.  Dr.  Hudgins  and  his  great 
church  are  making  full  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  Convention. 

Jackson  is  a  great  Convention 
city  with  several  good  hotels  and 
a  large  number  of  tourist  courts. 
There  are  many  attractions  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  Convention  itself.  All 
of  these  things  should  make  the 
trip  to  Jackson  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  one. 

'  There  are  many  reasons  for  re¬ 
joicing.  As  reported  in  this  and 
previous  issues  of  the  Baptist  Rec¬ 
ord,  Dr/  Quarles  will  report  the 
greatest  year  in  the  history  of  Mis¬ 


sissippi  Baptists. 

Financial  receipts  show  a  gain 
of  17  per  cent  which  at  the  last 
report  is  the  largest  increase  of 
any  state  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

And  total  receipts  have  been  the 
largest  in  our  history,  totalling 
$1,160,11)6.93,  a  gain  over  last  year 
of  $198,861.12. 

All  departments  will  report  their 
greatest  year.  But  that  is  to  be 
expected.  Progress  in  one  depart¬ 
ment  means  progress  in  all  de¬ 
partments. 

The  outstanding  achievements 
of  the  past  year  is  a  tribute  to  Dr. 
Quarles  and  his  fine  and  conse¬ 
crated  group  of  workers.  We  sa¬ 
lute  them  and  all  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  who  have  helped  make  this 
record. 

I-et  us  go  to  the  Convention  in 
deep  earnest  prayer  and  thought¬ 
ful  consideration  of  the  work  in 
Mississippi  and  the  needs  around 
the  world. 

Prayer  should  prevail.  To  our 
shame,  some  Baptists  resort  to 
political  methods.  Prayer  is  bet¬ 
ter.  Political  maneuvering  may 
prevail  for  a  season,  but  we  can¬ 
not  commend  it.  The  Convention 
is  God’s  business  and  should  be 
conducted  by  God’s  methods. 

Vision  is  important.  Makeshift, 
short-sighted  decisions  and  pro¬ 
grams.  should  have  no  place  in 
our  affairs.  Let  us  look  at  all  our 
work  and  not  one  small  part. 

We  must  cooperate.  Disunity 
and  wire  pulling  spell  disaster  in 
capital  letters. 

In  unity  there  is  strength.  Pull 
for  what  we  think  is  best  but  when 
the  decision  is  made  let’s  do  our, 
best  to  make  it  our  program  and 
work  for  its  success.

“Since  ad  efforts  so  far  made 
to  dean  up  TV  entertainment  have 
failed,  there  seems  to  remain  but 
one  effective  weapon  to  force  pro¬ 
ducers  to  conform  to  the  standards 
of  decency  is  their  productions. 
That  weapon  is  the  boycotting  of 
products  advertised  on  objection¬ 
able  television  shows  until  such 
time  as  the  objectionable  features 
of  their  sponsored  programs  are 
deleted.”

SPAHISH  PROTESTANTS 
APPEAL  ON  MARRIAGES 

MADRID  (RNS)  —Leaders  of 
Spain's  Protestant  communities 
have  appealed  to  the  Minister  of 
Justice  to  make  K  possible  for 
members  of  their  congregations  to 
contract  marriages  to  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  civil 
law. 

The  appeal  was  drawn  up  at  a 
meeting  here  of  clergymen  repre¬ 
senting  ail  Protestant  groups  in 
this  country. 

It  said  that  local  authorities 
throughout  Spam  consistently  re¬ 
fuse  to  issue  permits  for  a  civil 
wedding  to  Protestants.  The 
ground*  usually  given,  the  pastors 
said,  are  that  one  or  both  of  the 
prospective  participants  in  the  ce¬ 
remony  is  a  convert  to  Protestan¬ 
tism  and  having  once  been  bap¬ 
tized  a  Roman  Catholic  it  still  a 
member  of  that  faith. 

The  Protestant  leaders  contended 
to  their  memorandum  that,  ac¬ 
cording  to  canon  law.  Catholic  bap- 
ism  alone  does  not  constitute 
Catholic  status  if  a  person  sub 
subsequently  leaves  the  Church. 
Such  persons  therefore  should  be 
permitted  to  contract  civil  mar 
r  sages,  the  clergyman  said.
